With the* entrance of Turkey into the European war, tho 
deep plot of the war #od grows more complicated and the res­ 
toration of peace seems to be more remote even than it did some 
days ago. 
The opinion of the great majority of people seems to lie 
that it will no longer be necessary, after the close of this con­ 
flict, that any of the great powers retain the Turk in Europe 
to maintain the balance of power. 
The passage of the Dar­ 
danelles will no longer be forbidden to the vessels of all nations, 
save with the consent of Turkey, after the close of the war, and 
Turkey in Europe will no longer menace Christianity when 
peace is again restored. 
Whether Turkey, with lier rich lands and valuable sea- 
|K)rts will fall into the hands of Russia or Germany seems to he 
dejyendent upon the outcome of the present conflict. 
Russia has longed for centuries to possess Constantinople 
and thus gain an outlet to the sea. 
Its possession would give 
to Russia the most valuable outlet 
to the 
sea 
imaginable. 
Whether the great seaport of the Turks falls into the hands of 
Germany or Russia seems to be the only problem however, as 
no matter how the conflict ends, Turkey seems doomed to lose 
out, 
Germany, with whom the Turk has joined in the conflict 
is almost as covetous of lier seaport as is Russia. Not quite so 
hemmed in by land as is the “ (treat Bear”, Germany has f<*!t 
the need of a southern port and it is not likely that if Germany 
is victor in tile great war now raging that Turkey will be per­ 
mitted to block her passage to the south and stand as a feeble 
collossus against lier outlet by sea to tin* south. 
The passing of Turkey in Europe will be some compensa­ 
tion for the losses and Bufferings of war. 
It will remove a constant menace to Christian nations and 
wliat has long been a tremendous barrier to the commercial 
and moral progress of the people of southern Europe. 
No one, except perhaps the Turks themselves, will regret 
the exodus of Turkey from Europe. 
Picturesque Constantinople with its beautiful mosques and 
minerets will b<* an attractive object at which the gunners on 
both land and sea will now train their great weapons of de­ 
struction. 
After the lapse of centuries the promise is that the banners 
of Christianity may again float from the great dome of St. So­ 
phia’s from whence they were torn down and trampled in the 
blood and dust of the street, when the victorious Turks wrested 
control in the east from the Roman Emperor Constantine. 
The ownership of Turkey’s possessions in Europe would 
immensely enrich any nation of Europe, providing they could 
be annexed without the burden of the insufferable Turk at­ 
tached. 
Turkish customs and Turkish government uprooted 
and it is not likely that the Turk would remain subject to the 
control of a Christian people and a Christian nation.
